W. Straus & Co. 


During the first nine months: of 
this year the _ cities reporting 
a losS in building of 4% 
per cent., aS compared with the 
same period of 1925. An abrupt 
decline of 16 per cent. during: the 
month of September is also shown 
in the report!" As the reports are 
based on thé actual moneys e€X- 
pended, the increased cost of build- 
j ing materials between last month 
and September, 1925, is a further 
factor in the situation. 

While the situation in Florida, 
according to the reports, has 
shown a marked decline during 
the past month, a very sizable 
volume of permits has been 
filed in the leading centers of 
the state. The decline in build- 
ing there is attributed largely to 
the recent disastrous hurricane 
which swept a great portion of 
the Southern seaboard. Aside 
from this state, the losses were 
well scattered over the country, 
with no serious decline at any 
particular center.

LINT, Mich., Oct. 21.—Quoting statistics on the progress}

“The automo- 
tive. industry ha: 
, surpassed the 
Henry T. Myers mee business, 
Clothing and telephones in size,” 
the speaker said. ‘‘Today there are 
47,000 more automobiles than tele 
phones. There is no such thing 
as a saturation point, at least. in 
our time. More good reads, re- 
Placements and the new crop 0” 
motorists will take care of that. 

“In Los Angeles there is a car 
to every one and a half persons 
of driving age; in Detroit the 
percentage is one to every two,” 

he points out. “These statistics 

show the vastly increased poten- 
tial market that exists right now 
when we know that the percent- 
age of cars to persons in the 
United States is one to every 
five.” 

Motor car registrations this year 
will total 4,750,000, in the speak- 
er’s opinion. In 1927, he predicted, 
they will pass the 5,000,000 mark. 

The accomplishment of the 
Chrysler Corporation in obtaining 
fourth place at the automobile 
shows this year is one of the note- 
worthy events in the motor field 
today, the speaker asserted. For 
a company not yet four years old 
to achieve such an honor certainly 
speaks well of its product and the 
muen behind it. Today there are 
5,000 Chrysler dealers and 25,000 
salesmen. 

Mr. Myers also paid tribute to 
Walter P. Chrysler, president of 
the Chrysler Corporation, as an 
automobilé executive whose “pe- 
culiar genius” has caused finan- 
ciers to look upon him as one of 
the outstanding figures in the 
automobile industry today. 

“He has a marked conception of 
engineering, he is one of the great- 
est production men in the world, 
he knows a lot about salesmanship 

and has original ideas about adver- 
tising,’’ he declared.

NEW POWER PLANT 

Racine, Wis., Oct. 21.—A new 
$40,000 power plant. to feed elec- 
tri-ity and power to the Racine 
plant of the Nash Motors Company 
is being built by the Wisconsin Gas 
and Electric Company here.

Charlotte, N. C.. Oct. 21.— 
With Mecklenburg county run- 
ning a close third among the 
counties in the number of new 
cars sold in August, the new car 
sales in North Carolina reached 


a total of 7.731 that month, 
which was almost 3000 gre wter 
than the number sold in August, 
1925, and was the second largest 
number ever sold in this state in 
any one month, according to an 
announcement made at the of- 
fice of C. W. Roberts, vice-pres- 
ident of the Carolina Motor 
Club. 


The total sold in August, 
was 4,922 cars. 

Mecklenburg county dealers sold 
a total of 381 cars, which was only 
six below the 387 cars sold in Bun- 
combe county, and 41 cars below 
the number sold in Guilford coun- 
ty, the announcement said. 

The number of new cars sold in 
the state in the first eight months 
of this year was 43,270, as com- 
pared with 42,442 in the same 
period of 1925. Ford registrations 
in August led the list with 3,878. 
To August 31 a total of 22,791 
Ford sales were recorded this year, 
as compared with 29,092 sales 
recorded in the same period in 
1925, according to the report.

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Public Play ground Plan 


O*.. of the most practical plans of which we have heard 
for alleviating the present eccident situation in urban 
areas has just been bscidlnive in New York. This is known 
as the Emil Bommer Playgrounds Foundation Plan. The 
fact that no great outlay of money is 











advantage lies in the f 
involv ed. 

The plan.itself is for the city—any city—to seek ena- 
bling legislation to acquire title to suitable plots of about 
twenty-two contigvous lots, which means about a third of 
a block, through long blocks in the poorer residence sections, , 
where children are almost automatically compelled to use’ 
the streets as a playground. The city would not touch the | 
buildings on these lots at all, whether they were tenements 
or private residences. All fences and other obstructions in 
the back yards would be dembdlished, making a clear, open 
space to be turned into a playground. The buildings in 
front would continue to be leased by the city to the tenants 
as before. ; 

This would provide an open playground in each 
case of about 30,000 square feet. Each playground would 
be equipped with suitable apparatus to make it interesting 
to the children. 

It is estimated that the rentals obtained by the city 
from the buildings would be sufficient to pay for all 
apparatus, interest, insurance, repairs, supervision and 
caretaking and provide for a sinking fund gradually to 
wipe off the indebtedness. In the end, the city would 
have its playgrounds absolutely free of any cost. 

In the Borough of Brooklyn, New York, there is today 
such a playground in operation. It has been in use for

eighteen years and is entirély self-supporting. 

Hene is a practical idea, that appears to have no real 
obstacles to its adoption. If enough of these playgrounds 
are provided, there is no reason why the step of legally| 
forbidding playing in the street should not be adopted. It 
is impossible to tell children not to play in the streets as 
long as no proper substitute is provided, but with safe play- 
grounds available, there would be no hardship in legally 

‘ forcing their use. Playing in the streets is one of the most | 
fruitful sources of accidents under modern traffic condi- 
tions. Anything that will wipe this out will be a distinct 
step toward the solution of the the accident problem.

Heavy trucks driven around the 
track subjected all thicknesses of 
brick to the same traffic, and the 
test was continued until each sec- 
tion had been subjected to 62,200 
passages of the test trucks. Dur- 
ing 22,200 passages the trucks were 
equipped with heavy nonskid 
chains on the rear wheels. It is 
estimated that the traffic to which 
the surfaces were subjected was 
equivalent to eighteen years of 
traffic on the average highway.

rubber shipments for the 
year up to August 31, 1926, 
totaled approximately 390,- 
604 tons. 


Plantation rubber made up 366,-

ince was wild°and Brazilian rub- 
ber. The largest portion of the 
plantation rubber came from Brit- 
ish Malaya—244,935 tons, with 
Java, Sumatra and Ceylon each 
supplying between 30,000 and 36,- 
000 tons. 

According to advices just re- 





ceived by the Bankers Trust Com- 


pany of ap ot Neve York from its British 
Information Service, 394,856 tons 
of rubber were retained by various 
countries up to the end of August, 
1926. The United States retained 
260,987 tons, the United Kingdom 
53,944 tons, France 24,174 tons, and 
Germany 10,644 tons. The balance 
was retained by Italy, Canada; 
Holland and Japan. In the period 
ended August, 1925, the United 
States retained 249,256 tons, the 
United Kingdom 24,434 tons, Ger- 
many 26,972 tons, and France 21;- 
217 tons, with the balance of 6,118 
tons divided between the other na- 
tions. 

At the end of August there were 
72,100 tons of rubber afloat, com- 
pared with 62,400 tons at the end 
of August, 1925, and with 44,300 
tons at the end of August, 1922.
